A REPORT from the GENERAL, MEETING of ACKWORTH 


SCHOOL, was brought in and read, to which this Meeting agrees, and 
recommends a very liberal contribution for the ſupport of that Inſtitution, 


which appears to be at preſent peculiarly in need thereof; the Quarterly 
Meetings are therefore requeſied to cauſe it to be made forthwith, and re- 


mitted to WILSoN BIRKBECK, the Treaſurer in London, before the cloſe of 
the preſent Year. 


The Quarterly Meetings are alſo df red, if convenient, to ſend Repreſentatives 


to the next General Meeting for Ackworth School, to be held there on the 
laſt fourth day in the Seventh month, being the 26th of the ſame. 


To the YEARLY MEETING, 1797. 


ROM the great advance that in the two laſt years took place in ſeveral articles of provifion, and 

other cauſes, as mentioned in the printed report of laſt year, the Inſtitution has expended nearly 
2000. more than its income; and, notwithſtanding the apparently large balance of capital in favour 
of the Inſtitution, as ſtated in the account of the preſent year, is likely to be involved in very ſerious 
difficulties, without the vigorous exertions of Friends in the ſeveral Quarterly Meetings; moſt of which, 
notwithſtanding the advice of the Yearly Meeting, have been very far from coming properly forward 
in their ſupport, to a School which is ſo evidently a benefit to ſociety. 

It has been, probably, ſome obſtacle to the generoſity of individuals, to obſerve the large amount 
of the balance abovementioned ; but it muſt be remembered, that this is in a great degree made up of 
the prices which the buildings, lands, and ſubſequent improvements have coſt, and that the net annual 
produce of the whole is but about 2201.* The ſums received with children, is about 2500l. per 
annum, making together about 272ol. The remainder of the income, ſo as to make it ſufficient to 
anſwer the expenditure, which, in common years, is about 4000l. although no intereſt be paid to the 
American fund, and for the two laſt years has been upwards of ʒoool. is to be obtained from the 
uncertain ſupply of donations, legacies, and the annual collection. 

Now, it has been propoſed, as an expedient, to increaſe the income, to raiſe the price of the admiſſion 
of children to ten guineas each, which would produce on three hundred 63ol. per annum; but it is 
thought that this would occaſion ſo heavy a burthen on ſuch as are leaſt able to bear it, as to make 


it expedient to wave it at leaſt for one year, until other expedients ſhall be tried. 


It is therefore hoped, that the Quarterly Meetings in general will exert themſelves in future in their 
annual collections, with a degree of vigour beyond that which they ſeem hitherto to have uſed ; and 
it is propoſed to agents, when they recommend the children of thoſe parents, who though not in 
affluence, cannot, from their circumſtances, claim to receive a benefit for eight guineas, which has of 
late coſt the School nearly double that ſum to beſtow, to put the parents upon ſupplying, through the 
channel of the Monthly Meeting collections, a ſum equal to what their circumſtances will allow them 
to afford, above the uſual price of eight guineas. 

And it is further concluded to be now expedient, ſceing all nr are at liberty when _ 
bequeath money to this ſchool, to direct the application thereof as they are pleaſed, not to bind the 
Inſtitution to the inveſtment of any donation or any legacy, where the deceaſe of the teſtator ſhall 
fall out after the cloſe of the current year, unleſs ſpecially directed. Nevertheleſs, ir is ſtill appre- 
hended, that if the means here propoſed fail to afford the neceſſary __ there will {till be 
a neceſſity of raiſing the price for the admiſſion of children.
